¢ First 5 sent out Extreme Makeover applications throughout the county, with help from
The Sun, The Press-Enterprise, and Kids N’ Care.
e This was the first time applications were in both English and Spanish, with 24
applications filled out completely in Spanish.
e UCR Connections assisted applicants needing help in filling out their applications.
* The biggest concentration of day care improvement was in the Central Valley.



e Day Cares in the following cities were chosen for the Extreme Makeover: Alta Loma,
Upland, Needles, Colton, Yucca Valley, Yucaipa, Apple Valley, Phelan, Crestline, and
San Bernardino.
